Dynamite and water pumped 
from the Thames river helped 
check a raging inferno today in 
the ancient “ city*’ of London 
—the empire capital's Wall 
Street—after Nazi raiders fire­ 
bombed the metropolis in the 
fiercest incendiary assault of 
the war. 
Bluntly, the British govern­ 
ment accused Germany of a 
“ deliberate attempt” to burn 
the city without regard for 
military objectives. 
British warplanes countered th* 
devastating attack on London by 
raiding unspecified targets in Ger­ 
many. as well as again pounding 
the Nail “invasion” ports, and 
•truck at Naples, Italy. 
Naples Raided Again 
Premier Mussolini’s high com 
mend reported seven persons killed 
and several wounded as the British 
bombers roared over Naples in two 
wares, dropping propaganda leat 
Itta as well as explosives. 
The attack on London lasted 
from dusk to midnight, when the 
capital’s thunderous anti-aircraft 
barrage suddenly halted and Brit­ 
ish fighter planet climbed into th# 
blood red skies to en*ag# the raid 
erg. 
Th# Associated Press tai Id lag 
on Tudor st, between ’‘newspaper 
Bow” on Fleet st. and the Thames, 
was destroyed.

Water Pressure Failed 
At the height of the fight to save 
the city from flaming destruction, 
Lindon I water pressure began to 
fall. 
Rain sweeping in from the 
channel came when most critically 
needed. 
Firemen working through a hall 
of explosives, which killed some 
of them, managed to save St. 
Paul’s cathedra] as flames from 
burning rooftops nearby threatened 
the huge-domed structure atop Lud 
gate hill. 
Eighty horses were killed In a 
bomb-smashed brewery stable. 
London dispatches said the great 
est damage in the tempestuous as­ 
sault was inflicted by huge Molo- 
toff breadbaskets, spewing §0 to 
IOO incendiary bombs over entire 
districts. 
Tbs raid began at dusk last 
night 
German airmen 
shuttled 
across the city sprinkling hundreds 
of fire-bombs. 
Heavy explosives 
followed, as the city lighted up 
with beacons set by the first incen 
diary bombs. 
Tbs flames gathsred force la the 
early morning after the Germans 
departed at midnight Cable and 
wireless contact Between New York 
and London went dead for sev­ 
eral hours. 
Berlin reported the Rolls Roycs 
motor works in Crewe also was 
attacked.

In 50-50 Formula Now

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s declaration that 
United States experts will deter­ 
mine how best to use the nation's 
armament production “to defend 
this hemisphere'’ gave rise today 
to belief that an upward revi­ 
sion la* contemplated in the present 
50-50 formula governing aid to 
Britain. 
"The decision as to how much 
shall be sent abroad and how much 
shall remain at home,” Mr. Roose­ 
velt said in his address lait night, 
“must be made on the basis of our 
over-all military necessities.” 
Heretofore, a “rule (rf thumbs” 
limited British ald to approximately 
50 percent of U. S. arms (production 
and the Intimation that this policy 
may be abandoned tor a higher per­ 
centage was one point commanding 
congressional attention aa legisla­ 
tors studied And commented on the 
speech. 
Oceans’ Role Cited 
Those believing the 50-50 formula 
Is due for discard cited another pas­ 
sage of the speech which they con­ 
sider pertinent, In this, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said: 
‘It is a matter of most vital con­ 
cern to us that European and Asiatic 
war-makera should not gain con 
trol of the oceans which lead to 
this hemisphere. If Great Britain 
Besa down. the Axis powers will 
control the continents of Europe 
Asis, Africa, Australasia and the 
high seas—and they will be in 
position to bring enormous mill 
tary and naval resources against 
this hemisphere." 
Senator Austin (R) of Vermont, 
the acting minority leader, said his 
Impression Is that the President 
"kept his hands untied” on the 
amount of defense production to be 
sent to Great Britain and bad left 
the administration “free to take any 
position which our military necea 
•Hies make obvious.” 
Wheeler To Speak Tonight 
Senator Wheeler (D) of Montana 
who will discuss the chief execu­ 
tive’s address in a radio speech to­ 
night, (10:30 p. rn., East Liverpool 
time, NBC) declared he was “lur 
prised that the President Intimated 
that everyone who disagrees with 
him may he a fifth columnist, or 
may be doing the bidding of the 
dictators; it seems to me that is 
beneath the dignity of the Presi­ 
dent." 
Wheeler asserted last night that 
the President ‘takes to his bosom 
all of thosa who want war and shuns 
those who are talking of peace. 
Austin, frequently a supporter of 
administration foreign policies, said 
the President bas made clear it la 
"naceasary for our own safety” to 
give Britain all possible assistance 
"short of sending troops”. 
Senator Barkley (D) of Kentucky, 
the majority leader, told reporters 
that the talk “was magnificent” 
and "clarifies more than anything 
else tba objectives of the American 
government and the American peo­ 
ple.” 
More Facte Desired 
Senator Ball (R) of Minnesota 
called the speech “a very convinc­ 
ing, strong and logical argument for 
aid to England” bat added he was 
disappointed that Mr. Roosevelt 
did not give the public more tacts 
on our present production and what 
it should be.” 
“I’m in favor of extending all 
possible aid to Great Britain,” said 
Senator Connally (DI of Texas. 
We don’t need to wait until the 
fire burnt our feet.” 
Senator McCarr an (Di of Nevada, 
opponent of some administration 
foreign policies, remarked that he 
had hoped Mr. Rooeevelt would "be 
more explicit” regarding the pro­ 
gress of national defense “and as to 
what we are doing to keep out of 
foreign wars.”

Roosevelt's address last night: 


The nub of the whole purpose of your President is to keep 
you now, and your children later, and your grandchildren much 
later, out of a last-ditch war for the preservation of American 
independence. 


Never before since Jamestown and Plymouth Rock has 
our American civilization been in such danger as now. 


The Nazi masters of Germany have made it clear that they 
intend to enslave the whole of Europe and then to use the re­ 
sources of Europe to dominate the rest of the world. 


The United States has no right or reason to encourage 
talk of peace until the day shall come when there is a clear 
intention on the part of the aggressor nations to abandon 
all thought of dominating or conquering the world. 


The experience of the last two years has proven beyond 
doubt that no nation can appease the Nazis. 
No man can tame 
a tiger into a kitten by stroking it. 


There is far less chance of the United States getting 
into war if we do all we can now to support the nations 
defending themselves against attack by the Axis than if 
we acquiesce in their defeat, submit tamely to an Axis 
victory, and wait our turn to be the object of attack in 
another war later on. 


There is no demand for sending an American expedition­ 
ary force outside our own borders. 
There is no intention by 
any member of your government to send such a force. 


The nation expects our defense industries to continue 
operation without interruption by strikes or lockouts.

LONDON SAYS CRUISER 
CHASES NAZIS’ RAIDER

LONDON, Dec 30—The Briitsh 
admiralty yesterday reported that 
the 10,000-ton British praiser Ber­ 
wick attacked and coated away 
a powerful German surface raider 
preying on a British Atlantic con­ 
voy Christmas morning and also 
sank the 8.024-ton German steamer 
Baden believed to have been the 
raider’s supply ship. 
(The Nazi high command ver­ 
sion is that German sea raiders 
destroyed a 3.000-ton British ship 
and scored several hits on a heavy 
cruiser guarding the convoy before 
the Utter “broke off the battle”.)

U .S . Security Linked 
To English Victory; 
President Raps Axis 


Warns That Nation Faces Emergency 
Comparable Only To War; Brands 
Negotiated Peace Impossible 


WASHINGTON, 
30—President Roosevelt told tho 
people of the United Staton last night that they face an emer­ 
gency comparable only to war and that thus far all efforts for 
defense and aid-to-Britoin are “ not enough”. 
The “ busineaa-aa-usual idea will have to be abandoned,” he 
declared, “ if those efforts aft to be successful.” 
Speaking with great seriousness in a much awaited radio 
broadcast, that went around the world, the chief executive 
linked the nation ’n future security with Britain’s anxiety to 
achieve victory. 
The British people battling the Axis, hi said are fighting "an un­ 
holy alliance of power and pelf (which seeks) to dominate and en- 
slavs th* human race. 
“Our own future security Ie greatly dependent on the outcome of 
that fight. Our ability to ‘keep out of war’ la going to bo affected by 
that outoome.” 
‘As torlouo Ae Woe Itself* 
"For us,” ho said, "this Is an smtrgancy aa serious as war Itself. 
We mutt apply ourselves to our task with tho same resolution, tho 
same sense of urgency, tho samf spirit of patriotism and sacrifice as 
ws would show were we at war." 
“All our present efforts are not enough,” ho asserted at another 
point “We must have more ships, more guns, more planes — more of 
everything. This only can bo accomplished lf wa discard the notion of 
’business as usual’. This Job cannot ha done merely by superimposing 
on tba existing productive faculties the added requirements for de­ 
fense.”

These contracts, plus t h o s e

tanka; 2.015,000 guns of all kinds 
and their ammunition; 380 navy 
ships; 200 mercantile ehlpa; 210 
camps and cantonments; clothing 
and equipment for 1,200,000 me»; 
10.000 trucks. 
Also under contract are <0 gov­ 
ernment factories, among them the 
first mess production tank fac­ 
tory in the world, Ave explosive 
plants, six ammunition plants, fire 
machine gun plants. 
Gun contracts embrace 400,000 
automatic rifles. 1,200,000 regular 
rifles, 17,000 heavy guns, 25,000 
light guns, 13,000 trench mortars, 
MO,OOO machine runs. Other con­ 
tracts call for 23,000.000 loaded 
shells.

Address On Defense Needs

’ *)ec* 
— Following is the abridged text of Pres! 
" 
dent Roosevelt’s “fireside chat” last night: 
This is not a fireside chat o n*----------------------------------------- — 
*ar. It is a talk on national se- 
curity; because the nub of the 
whole purpose of your President 
is to keep you now, and your 
children later, and your grand­ 
children much later, out of a last- 
ditch war for the preservation of 
American 
independence 
and 
all 
of the things that Amerfcan in­ 
dependence means to you and to 
me and to ours. 
Tonight, in the presence of a 
world crisis, my mind goes back 
eight years ago to a night in the 
midst of a domestic crisis. It was 
a time when the wheels of Amar-. 
lean industry were grinding to a 
full stop, when the whole bank­ 
ing system of our country 
had 
ceased to function. 
I well remember t h a t 'while I 
sat in my study in the Whine 
House, preparing to talk with the 
people of the United States, I had 
before my eyes the picture of all 
those Americans 
with 
whom I 
was talking. I saw the workmen 
in the mills, the mines, the fac­ 
tories; the girl behind the count­ 
er; 
the small shopkeeper; 
the 
farmer doing 
his spring 
plow­ 
ing; the widows and the old men 
wondering about their life’s sav­ 
ings. 
I tried to convey to the 
great 
mass of American 
people 
what 
the banking crisis meant to them 
in their daily lives. 
Tonight. I want to do the same 
thing, with the same people, in 
this 
new 
crisis 
which 
faces 
America. 
We met the issue of 1933 with 
courage and realism. We face this 
new crisis — this new threat to 
the security of our nation — with 
the same courage and realism. 


tween 
their philosophy of gov­ 
ernment and our philosophy of gov­ 
ernment. 
In view of the nature of this 
undeniable threat, it can toe as­ 
serted, properly and categorically, 
that the United States has no right 
or reason to encourage talk of 
peace, until the day shall come 
when there is a clear intention on 
the part of the aggressor nations 
to abandon all thought of dominat­ 
ing or conquering the world. 
A 
T this moment, the forces of 
the states that are leagued 
against all peoples who live in 
freedom, are being held away from 
our shores. 
The Germans and 
Italians are being blocked on the 
other side of the Atlantic by the 
British, and by the Greeks, and by 
thousands of soldiers and sailors 
who were able to escape from sub­ 
jugated countries. 
The Japanese 
are being engaged in Asia by the 
Chinese in another great defense. 
In the Pacific is our fleet. 
Some of our people like to be­ 
lieve that wars in Europe and in 
Asia are of no concern to us. But 
it is a matter of most vital con­ 
cern to us that European and Asia­ 
tic war-m akers should not gain 
control of the oceans which lead 
to this hemisphere. 
One hundred and seventeen years 
ago the Monroe Doctrine was con­ 
ceived by our government as a 
measure of defense in the face of 
a threat against this hemisphere 
by an alliance in continental Eu­ 
rope. 
Thereafter, we stood on 
guard in the Atlantic, with the 
British as neighbors. 
There was 
no treaty. There was no “unwrit­ 
ten agreement”. 
Yet, there was the feeling, proton 
correct by history, that we as 
neighbors could 
settle any dis­ 
putes in peaceful fashion. 
The 
fact is that during the whole of 
this time the western hemisphere 
has remained free from aggression 
from Europe or from Asia. 
Does anyone seriously believe 
that we need to fear attack while 
a free Britain remains our most 
powerful naval neighbor in 
the 
Atlantic? 
Does anyone seriously 
believe, on the other band, that we 
could rest easy lf the Axis powers 
were our neighbor there? 
IF Great Britain goes down, the 
Axis powers will control the 
continents of Europe, Asia. Africa. 
Australia and the high seas—and 
they will be in a position to bring 
enormous military and naval re­ 
sources against this hemisphere. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
all of us in the Americas would be 
living at the point of a gun—a gun 
loaded with explosive bullets, eco­ 
nomic as well as military. 
We should enter upon a new and 
i terrible era in which the whole

For, on Sept. 27, 1940, by an 
agreement signed in Berlin, three 
powerful nations, two in Europe 
and one in Asia, joined themselves 
together in the threat that if the 
United States interferes with or 
blocks the expansion program of 
these three nations — a program 
aimed at world control — they 
would unite 
in

against the United States. 
The Nazi masters of Germany 
have made it clear that they in­ 
tend not only to dominate al) life 
and thought in their own coun­ 
try, but also to enslave the whole 
of Europe and then to use the 
resources of Europe to dominate 
the rest of the world. 
Three werka ago their leader 
stated "there are two worlds that 
stand opposed to each other." Then 
in defiant reply to his opponents. 
he said this: 
“Others are correct 
when they say: 
With this world 
we cannot ever reconcile ourselves.

power on the basis of war economy. 
Some of us like to believe that 
even if Great Britain falls, we are 
still safe, because of the broad ex­ 
panse of the Atlantic and of the 
Pacific. 
But the width of these oceans 
is not what .it was in the days of 
clipper ships. At one point be­ 
tween Africa and Brazil the dis­ 
tance is less than from Washing­ 
ton to Denver—five hours for the 
latest type of bomber. And at the 
north of the Pacific ocean America 
and Asia almost touch each other. 
Even 
today 
we 
have 
planes 
which could fly from the British 
Isles to New England and hack 
without refueling. And the range 
of the modern bomber is ever be-- 
tng increased. 
During 
the 
last 
week 
many 
people In all parts of the nation 
have told me what they wanted 
me to say tonight. Almost all of 
them expressed a courageous de­ 
sire to hear the plain truth about 
the gravity of the situation. 
ONE telegram, however, express­ 
ed the attitude of the small 
minority who want to see no evil 
and hear no evil, even though they 
know in their hearts that evil 
exists. That telegram begged me 
not to tell again of the ease with 
which our American cities could 
be bombed by any hostile power 
which had gained bases in this 
western hemisphere. 
The gist of that telegram was: 
“Please, 
Mr. 
President, 
don! 
frighten us by telling us the facts.” 
Frankly and definitely there Is 
danger 
ahead — danger 
against 
which we must prepare. But we 
well know that we cannot escape 
danger, or the fear of It, by crawl­ 
ing into bed and pulling the covers 
over our heads. 
Some nations of Europe were 
bound by solemn non-intervention 
pacta with Germany. Other nations 
were assured 
by Germany that 
they need never fear invasion. Non­ 
intervention pact or not, the fact 
remains that they were attacked, 
overrun and thrown into the mod­ 
ern form of slavery at an hour’s 
notice dr pven without any notice 
at all. 
As an exiled leader of one of 
these nations said to me the other 
day—“the 
notice 
was 
a 
minus 
quantity. It was given to my gov­ 
ernment two hours after German 
troops had poured into my coun­ 
try in a hundred places.’’ 
The fate of these nations tells 
us what it means to live at the 
point of a Nail gun. 
The Nazis have justified such 
actions by various pious frauds. 
One of these frauds Is the claim 
that they are occupying a nation 
for 
the 
purpoie 
of 
“restoring 
order”. Another ii that they are 
occupying or controlling a nation 
on the excuse that they are “pro­ 
tecting it” against the aggression 
of somebody else. 
Fbr example, Germany has said 
that she was occupying Belgium 
to save the Belgians from the 
British. Would she hesitate to aay 
to any South American country. 
"We are occupying you to protect 
you from aggression by the United 
Buies ?” 
BELGIUM today ia being used as 
an invasion base against Brit 
aln, now fighting for its life. Any 
South American country, in Nazi 
hands, always would constitute a 
jumping off place for German at 
Uek on any one of the other re 
publics of this hemisphere. 
Analyse for yourself the future 
of two other places even nearer 
to Germany lf the Nazis won 
Could Ireland hold out? Would 
Irish freedom be permitted as an 
amazing exception in an unfree 
world ? 
Or the islands of the Azores 
which still fly the flag of Portugal 
after five centuries? We think of 
Hawaii as an outpost of defense 
in the Pacific. Yet, the Azores are 
closer to our shores in the At­ 
lantic than Hawaii is on the other 
side. 
There are those who say that 
the Axis powers never would have 
any desire to attack the western 
hemisphere. This is the same dan­ 
gerous form of wishful thinking 
which has destroyed the powers of 
resistance of so many conquered 
peoples. 
The plain facts are that the 
Nazis have proclaimed, time and 
again, that all other races are their 
inferiors and therefore subject to 
their orders. And most im porunt 
of all, the vast resources aud 
wealth of this hemisphere consti­ 
tute the most tempting loot in all 
the world. 
Let us no longer blind ourselves 
to the undeniable fact that the evil 
forces which have crushed and un­ 
dermined and corrupted so many 
others are already within our own 
gates. 
Your government knows 
much about them and every day la 
ferreting them out 
Their secret emissaries are ac­ 
tive in our own and neighboring 
countries. 
They seek to stir up 
suspicion and dissension to cause 
internal strife. 
They try to turn 
capital against labor and 
vice- 
versa. They try to reawaken long 
slumbering racial and religious en­ 
mities which should have no place 
in this country. 
THEY are active in every group 
that promotes intolerance. They 
exploit for their own ends our na­ 
tional abhorrence of war. 
These 
trouble breeders have hut one pur­ 
pose. 
It is to divide our people 
into hostile groups and to destroy 
our unity and shatter our will to 
defend ourselves. 
There are also American citl- 
geos, many of thetp In high places, 
who, unwittingly in most cases, are 
aiding and abetting the work of 
these agents. I do not charge these 
American citizens with being for­ 
eign agents. 
Bat I do charge 
them with doing exactly the kind of 
work that the dictators want dona 
in the United States. 
These people not only believe 
that we can save our own skins 
by shutting our eyes to the fate of 
other nations. 
Borne of them go 
much further than that. They say 
that we can and should become 
the friends and even the partners 
of the Axis powers. Some of them 
even suggest that we should Imi­ 
tate the methods of the dictator­ 
ships. 
Americans never can and 
never will do that. 
The experience of the last two 
yours has proven beyond doubt 
that no nation can appease the

Nazis. 
No man can tame a tiger 
into a kitten by stroking it. There 
can be no appeasement with ruth­ 
lessness. There can be no reason­ 
ing with an incendiary bomb. We 
know now that a nation can have 
peace with the Nazis only at the 
price of total surrender. 
Even the people of Italy have 
been forced to become accomplices 
of the Nazis; but at this moment 
they do not know how soon they 
will be embraced to death by their 
allies. 
T HE American appeasers ignore 
the warning to be found in the 
fate of Austria, Czecho-SioVakta, 
Poland, 
Norway, 
Belgium, 
The 
Netherlands, Denmark and France. 
They tell you that the Axis powers 
are going to win anyway; that all 
this bloodshed in the world could 
be saved, and that the United 
States might just as well throw 
its influence into the acale of a 
dictated peace, and get the beat 
out of it that we can. 
They 
call 
it 
a 
“negotiated 
peace,” 
Nonsense! 
Is 
it a 
ne­ 
gotiated peace if a gang of out 
laws surrounds your community 
and on threat of extermination 
makes you pay tribute to save 
your own skin? 
Such a dictated 
peace would 
be no peace at all. It would be 
only 
another 
armistice, 
leading 
to the most gigsntlc armament 
race and 
the most devastating 
trade wars in history. And in these 
contests the Americas would offer 
the only real resistance to the Axis 
powers 
With all their vaunted efficiency 
and parade of pious purpose in 
this war, there are still in their 
background the concentration camp 
and the servants of God in chains. 
The 
history 
of 
recent 
years 
proves that shootings and chains 
and concentration camps are not 
simply the transient tools but the 
very altars of modern dictator 
ship. They may talk of a “new 
order* in the world, but what they 
have in mind is but a revival of 
the oldest and the worst tyranny 
In that there la no liberty, no ro 
ligion, no hope. 
The proposed “new order" Is the 
very opposite of a united states 
of Europe or a united states of 
Asia. It is not a government based 
upon the consent of the governed 
it is not a union of ordinary, self­ 
respecting men and women to pro­ 
tect themselves and their freedom 
and their dignity from oppression 
it is an unholy alliance of power 
and pelf to dominate aud enslave 
the human lace. 
T HE British people are conduct 
ing an active war against this 
unholy alliance. Our own future 
security is greatly dependent on 
the outcome of that fight. Our 
ability to “keep out of war” la 
going to be affected by that out­ 
come. 
Thinking in terms of today and 
tomorrow, I make the direct state­ 
ment to the American people that 
there is far less chance of the 
United States getting into war, if 
we do all we can now to support 
the nations defending themselves 
against attack by the Axis, then 
if we acquiesce In their defeat, 
submit tamely to an Axis victory, 
and wait our turn to be the ob­ 


ject of attack in another war later 
on. 
If we are to be completely hon­ 
est with ourselves, we must ad­ 
mit there is risk in any course 
we may take. But I deeply be­ 
lieve that the great majority of 
our people agree that the course 
that I advocate involves the least 
risk now and the greatest hope 
for world peace in the future. 
The people of Europe who are 
defending themselves do not ask 
us to do their fighting. They ask 
us for the implements of war, the 
planes, the tauks, the guns, the 
freighters which will enable them 
to fight for their liberty and our 
security. Emphatically 
we must 
g et these weapons to them in 
sufficient 
volume 
and 
quickly 
enough, so we and our children 
will be saved the agony and suf­ 
fering of war which others have 
had to endure. 
Let not defeatists tell us that 
it is too late. It will never be 
earlier. Tomorrow will be later 
than today. 
There Is no demand for send­ 
ing 
an 
American 
expeditionary 
force outside our own borders. 
There is no intention 
by any 
member of your government to 
send such a force. You therefore, 
can nail any talk about sending 
armies to Europe as deliberate 
untruth. 
W 
B are planning our own de­ 
fense with the utmost urgen­ 
cy; and in its vast scale we must 
integrate the war needs of Britain 
and the other free nations resist­ 
ing aggression. 
This nation is making a great 
effort to produce everything that 
is necessary in this emergency— 
and with all possible speed. This 
great effort requires great sac­ 
rifice. 
And on the economic side of 
our great defense program, we 
are. as you know, bending every 
effort 
to 
maintain 
stability 
of 
prices and 
with 
that 
stability 
of the coat of living. 
But all our present efforts are 
not enough. We must have more 
ships, more guns, more planes— 
more of everything. This can only 
be accomplished if we discard the 
motion of b"uslness ss usual 
This Job cannot be done merely 
by spuerlmposing on the existing 
productive facilities the added re­ 
quirements for defense. 
I want to make it clear that it 
is the purpose of the nation to 
build now with all possible speed 
every machine and arsenal and 
factory that we need to manu 
(acture our defense material. We 
have the men — the skill — the 
wealth—and, above all, the will. 
I appeal to the owners of plants 
to the managers—to the work 
era—Jo our own government em 
ployea—to put every ounce of pf 
fort into producing these muni­ 
tions swiftly and without ztlnt 
and with this appeal I give you 
the pledge that all of us who are 
officer* of your government will 
devote 
ourselves 
to 
the 
same 
whole-hearted extent to the great 
task which lies ahead. 


l l / ® must be the great arsenal 
W of democracy. For us this is 
an emergency as serious as war 
Itself. We must apply ourselves 
to our task with the same reso­ 
lutions, the same sense of urgency 
the same spirit of patriotism and 
sacrifice as we would show were 
we at war. 
We have furnished the British

There will be no “bottlenecks 
in our determination to ald Great 
Britain. No dictator, no com bin*

I believe that the Axis powers 
are not going to win this war. I 
base that belief on the latest and 
best Information. 
We have no excuse for defeat­ 
ism. We have every good reason 
for hope—hope for peace, hope 
for defense of our civilization and 
for the building of a better civili­ 
sation in the future. 
I have the profound conviction 
that th* American people now are 
determined to put forth a might 
ler effort then they ever yet have 
made to Increase our production

Frank Condon 


One Of The Greatest Story Tellers 


Of Our Time Is Dead; He Also Was 


One Of Nature’s Gentlemen

F 
RANK CONDON, who died In L os Angeles re­ 
cently, w as an American story w riter who. In 
proportion to his ability, got considerably less than 
his full due from fam e. H is name w as widely known 
am ong m agazine readers and his work w as prized 
highly by editors, but he seem ed to be overlooked 
In literary circles when they were discussing and 
rating writers. 
Yet we think he belonged In the first rank for 
the last 20 years or more. He was a Grade A hum or 
1st. He w as a m aster of light fiction In the short 
story form, a declining talent in this country. Some 
of his tales are worthy of rank with the best of 
H. C. Bunner or O. Henry or Irvin Cobb or any 
of the other American short story writers. 
Condon survived a shoal .of flashy fellows who 
cam * along in his time to attract brief attention 
with "a rty " forma of writing a story and then be 
forgotten. He preserved the old formula, which Is 
telling the story In a simple, straightforw ard man­ 
ner. He alw ays had a start, a middle and a finish. 
The form ula never has been improved on. He wrote 
for the entertainm ent of his readers. He never had 
a m essage and no more moral than w as necessary. 
He w as one of the old school of short story writ­ 
ers whose people talk and act like people. This 
school, while not as numerous a s it used to be, 
still seem s to occupy first place in the affections of 
the m agazine reading public judging from the fact 
that the m em ber* of the school continue to domi­ 
nate the table of contents Condon was going strong 
up to the days of his last illness which finally term i­ 
nated a w riting career of over 30 years. He was 
58 when he died.

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Don’t Send Food Packages To England— 
British Restaurant Menus Show Reductions 
But There’s Enough To Eat; Butter Is Rare

NEW YORK, Dec. 30—Do not send food packages to England. 
You will annoy the ministry of shipping and probably embarrass 
the recipient. He may be questioned on the theory he is trying to cir- 
cumvent the rationing laws and the chances are he'll have to pay 
more to get your package out of customs and inspection than he'd have 
to pay for twice its equivalent in ^English foods. 
Restaurant menus are not what they used to be. but here is one 
which will serve to illustrate the present situation. It comes from a 
place catering to the newspapermen of the Fleet st. area. Prices have 
been converted to the United States equivalent.

THIS is a typical menu and, if 
one studied it. eloquent of the 
food situation. While it indicates 
no serious want, it also shows 
what rationing and bombs have 
done to the food situation. 
In pre-war days there were half 
a dozen soups on this menu, sev­ 
eral of them ready to seive. Today 
only the pea soup is freshly made. 
The consomme is canned and you 
wait IO minutes for its heating. 
Uncertainty of gas pressure and 
a limited number of emergency 
oil burners lead to making as few 
commitmenta as possible in this 
section. 
Before war's crimp in offerings, 
at least IO or 12 fish courses were 
available, including Dover sole, 
Scotch salmon and the inevitable 
broiled herring. 
And if you chose, you could 
have fish followed by entree and 
then by roast. Today, under min­ 
istry of food orders, you can be 
served only one such dish, whether 
fish or meat. 
The abreviated entree list of 
these days is notable for its 
avoidance of scarce and rationed 
foods and its use of left-overs. The 
Vienna steak is a pat of ground 
meat from yesterday’s roast. It is 
cooked like a hamburger steak 
but is more like a croquette in 
the eating. 
The road-ln-the-hole is a braised 
lamp chop without bone pressed 
into a mound of mashed potatoes 
and splashed with gravy. Some­ 
times this has an underlayer of 
pastry. 
Sausages are not rationed. They 


are of limited meat content, but 
savory and fat and you get two 
broiled ones with your potatoes. 
Egg dishes have disappeared from 
the entree list. 
TIME was when you had several 
roasts to choose. Roast lamb 
with mint sauce, roast mutton 
with jelly and roast beef with 
Yorkshire pudding were always 
present. Now you have no choice, 
but nearly always you find one 
roast offered. 
The omission of grilled meats 
shows how wary the restaurant 
is of pledging its kitchen burners. 
Frequently, 
however, 
a 
mixed 
grill or rump steak is on the list. 
The vegetable assortment has 
shrunk from six or eight to two. 
One is always potatoes and the 
other some kind o< greens like 
cabbage, Brussels sprouts or spin­ 
ach. 
The list of hot desserts has 
been cut in half, but one can 
choose one of the standard cold 
dishes, like wine gelatine or fruit 
trifle (sponge cake plus a corn 
starch custard plus gelatine with 
bits of fruit). But there will be no 
cream to pour over it now. 
The English often choose 
a 


savory rather than* a sweet for 
the end of a meal and the pres­ 
ent list of savories is the stand­ 
ard one. It probably will jndure 
while 
cheese, 
canned 
herring 
roe 
and 
canned 
sardines 
are 
available. 
And it is always possible to call 
for cheese and biscuits < provid­ 
ing you'll take cheddar or Ches­ 
hire cheese) or to have an apple 
or 
pear. 
The 
cnee -available 
French, Dutch. Swiss and Italian 
cheese sere gone. So are the tropi­ 
cal fruits. 
The offering of only one bot 
beverage is another indication of 
the uncertaia gas situation. Some­ 
times we have to take coffee with 
milk in it whether we want it 
black or not because that is the 
way it has been prepared. 
Usually a glass of milk is avail­ 
able, however. 
W 
ITH our lunch we take a roll 
or wedge of bread from the 
basket on the table and, perhaps, 
ask for butter, getting a thin pat 
the size of a quarter. It may be 
butter or it may be margarine. 
There is no sugar on the table. 
One tiny cube three-eights of an 
inch square comes with the cof­ 
fee. If you do not use sugar, you 
present your cube to the man who 
does. 
The cost of the average ''busi­ 
nessman’s lunch” on this basis 
(you can figure It yourself) will 
be about 80 cents. The quality is 
about that of a 50-cent lunch in 
America at a place halfway be­ 
tween the lunch counter cafe and 
middle class table service place. 
You can eat cheaper at coun­ 
ters. A quarter will buy a cup of 
soup, a glass of milk and a sand­ 
wich. You can also spend $2 at 
a deluxe place and eat much more, 
but you'll still be held to one 
meat or fish dish, fare little bet­ 
ter on butter and sugar and still 
miss things like cream.

Dr. Lewis, urging colleges to 
“be content to play In your own 
class,” said: 
"Every football contract should 
contain a clause stating that both 
teams shall have the same number 
of men on the bench. I don't object 
to seeing a team in which I ara 
interested lose occasionally, but to 
see It beaten 
by four different 
teams on the same afternoon is a 
little too much.” 
Touchback Ruling Considered

Formerly they abounded in moat 
of the mountains of western Texas. 
A closed season was placed on 
them in 1903, but the number has 
continued to decline steadily ever 
since.

a recent address to German muni­ 
tions workers. .Mr.’ Roosevelt men 
tioned Hitler merely as “their lead­ 
er” and not by name. 
Immediate congressional reaction 
to the chief executive’s address 
ranged from unqualified applause 
to sharp criticism. Democrats, with 
few exceptions, gave it their in­ 
dorsement, but comment did not 
follow strict partisan lines, several 
Republicans 
voicing similar 
ap­ 
proval. Other legislators spoke fav­ 
orably of the speech with reserva­ 
tions, while a third group found 
fault for , various reasons. 
Mr. Roosevelt devoted much of 
the early part of his 40-mlnute 
address to discussing the grave 
perils he foresaw for the western 
hemisphere and its way of life, 
if Britain and ber Allies go down 
and the Axis powers become the 
masters of Europe, Asia and Afri­ 
ca. 
Then turning to the question of 
American aid. he continued: 
“Thinking in terms of today and 
tomorrow. I make the direct state­ 
ment to the American people that 
there is far less chance of the 
United States getting Into war, lf 
we do all we can now to support 
the nations defending themselves 
against attack by the Axis victory 
and walt our turn to be the object 
of attack In another war later on.”
